Until last Tuesday Mrs. Lang was Miss 
Nellie West, and lived with her mother at 
124 Penrose street. Her honeymoon ts still 
in its first quarter, yet she fs willing to 
give up the joys of domesticity to brave 
the horrors of a pest. 

Once before she made a similar sacrifice. 
For four daye she was kept in the deten- 
tion room. where her niece has since de- 
veloped smallnox, and she and her mother 
are the only members of her immediate 
family who have not contracted the dis- 
ease. 

During the four days following her mar- 
riage ahe and her husband, Arthur Lang 
of East St. Louis, lived in a quarantined 
house, the West home, at 714A Penrose 
street. 

Her husband, when he found he could not 
induce his young bride to give up her in- 
rention of gving to quarantine with Mabe} 
Ennis. announced Saturday morning 
he was coing back to his home tn Fast 
St. Louis and remain there until bis wife 
returned. 

Mrs. Lanz is refined and intelligent. Her 
story of her series of brave sacrifices is 
best told as che related it to the Poet-Dis- 
patch Saturday morning. 

“About a month ago.” she said, “I re- 
ceived a letter from my sister, Mrs. Milile 
Hewes of Sebree, Ky., telling me that sev- 
eral members of her famiiy had small- 

sx. She did not ask me to go to her, but 

knew that she would need someone to 
eare for her littl» ones. Without telling any- 
one at home the purpose of my vieit I left 
at once for Sebvree. nursed the sick mem- 
bere of my sister's family until they.were 
out of danger. Before leaving Sebree I de- 
stroyed all the clothing I had worn there 
and believed there was no danger in return- 
ing. On my way to St. Louls I passed 
through Evanevilie. Ind., where my sg6ie- 
ter. Mrs. Wylie Ennis, resides. I purposely 
avoided stopping off to see Mer because I 
had been exposed to smallpox and did not 
want to run the risk of communicating it 
to her family ; 

“Within a week after I came home Nollie 
Rose, the 14-montha-old son of my sister, 
Mre. Annie Rose, who ives at my moth- 
er’s house on Penrose street, was seized 
with a fever. A physictan whom we con- 
sulted said tne child had chickenpox. Mrs. 
Rose was the next to take sick and a few 
days later my younger sisteré, Tinie and 
Minnie West, comtracted the fever.

had the disease. She was brought 
here to the detention ward and when the 
authorities learned that I had been exposed 
they brought me here, too, but I was re- 
leased a week ago. 

“Arthur H. Lang, whose father is a coal 
dealer in East St. Louis, had been visiting 
me at my mother’s home for a long time 
and we were engaged. Last Tuesday was 
the day set for the wedding. I told Arthur 
he had better wait, but he said he was 
not afrald and so we went to the marriage 
license office Tuesday and were married at 
my home. Though the house is still quar- 
antined, it has been fumigated and the 
health authorities say there is no further 
danger of infection. 

“After | was married, my little niece de- 
veloped smalipox at the detention room in 
the old City Hall here, and we were noti- 
fied that she would have to go to Quaran- 
tine. 

“The child has always been a favorite of 
mine and I want to take care care of her 
I must g9 to Quarantine with her and nurse 
| her. Mos: of the other members of the 
family down there are able to take care 
| of themselves, but she is oniv a little ehild 
and I could take better care af her than 
any one else could. 

“T told my husband 
was going to Quarantine with Mabel. He 
tried to induce me not to. but I told him 
that in this_respect I was going to have my 
own way. When he found he could npt stop 
me he said he would go back to his parents’ 
home in Bast St. Louls and Hve there until 
I returned.” 

The house on Penrose street is being 
guarded by policemen, who stand at either 
corner to prevent any one from entering it.

It is belleved that Mrs. Lang carrie? the 
germs of the disease from ‘Sebree to St. 
Louls in her hair. 

Dr. Jordan, after considering Mrs. Lang's 
offer, decided that, although she had been 
xposed to the disease without harm, she 
should not be allowed to go to Quarantine.

SUPPOSED IDENTITY OF BODY 
TAKEN FROM RIVER... 


WIFE SAYS.IT LOOKS LIKE HIM. 


Was Found at Foot of Marceau Street 
and If Edds’, He Is Supposed 
to Be a Suicide. 


The body of the man fished out of the 
river at the foot of Marceau street Friday 
morning and taken to the morgue is be- 
lieved to Se that of Piilip Edde, who re- 
cently worked as watchman for the Ban- 
ner Buggy Co., at the northwest corner of 
Third street and Chouteau avenue. 

Mrs. Edds called at the morgue Saturday 
morning and looked at the body. 

“It looks like my husband,"’ she sald as 
she turned away, ‘“‘but as I have not seen 
him for some time I am unable to state 
positively if it is he. I will call again.” 

Mre. Edds volunteered no further infor- 
mation. She is a sister of Policeman John 
Patterson'‘of the Broadway Squad, who said 
he was shocked §ut not surprised when told 
by the Post-Dispatch that the dead man 
at the morgue probably was his brother-in- 


law. - 

“Did he commit suicide?’ was the offi- 
cer's first question. ‘‘His only brother, a 
Louisville merchant, killed himself by 
shooting two years ago. Philip had fre- 
quently threatened to kill both himself 
and my sister, who had to separate from 
him about six months ago on account of 
his drunkenness. 

“Philip Edds came from McLain County, 

Kv.. where his relatives stand well. His 
wife and their two iittle daughters lived 
with him at 2421 South Broadway until 
compelled to leave by reason of his habits. 
A year ago my sister complained to me 
and I had Bdds arrested. In the Carondelet 
police court he was fined and sent to the 
Workhouse, but on his promise to do better 
we got him out, 
“He continued to go on sprees and could 
not hold a job. There was plenty of work 
for him. as he was an expert blacksmith 
and horseshoer, but he would get drunk 
after working a short time and his employ- 
ers would discharge him. 

“His wife supported herself and the two 
little girls, Agnes and Hallie, 9 and 7 yeare 
old. They live in Carondelet, and 8o0 far 
as I know. my sister has not seen her hus- 
band for six monfhs.”’ ‘ 

Supt. W. . Roninger of the Banner 
Buggy Co. said that Edds had not worked 
there for the last six weeks, having been 
discharged on account of drunkenness 

“Except for his drinking habit.’ said Mr. 

Roninger, “‘Edds was a fine man. I pro- 
moted him, but the couldn't stand pros- 
verity.” 
, Edds was last seen Tuesday on Lombard 
street by some of his fe!low workmen at 
the buggy house. He said he was sick and 
wanted to go to the hospital.

WAS SWEATED 


Denied, However, That He 
Shot Himself. 


CONTRADICTS THE DETECTIVES. 


HIS STATEMENT VERIFIED IN 
ONE PARTICULAR. 


Proves That He Cashed a Check for 
$100 at the Time and Place He 
Claimed—Slaps a Friend’s 
Face. 


Edgar Atkin, instructor of physical cul- 
ture at Smith Academy, proved by the ver- 
ification sheets of the Mercantile Trust 
Co.. at the offices of that institution, 
Saturday morning, in the presence of De- 
tectives Lally and Shevlin, that he had 
cashed a check there for $100, »t 2:40 o’clock 
on the afternoon of Friday, April 13. Part 
of the proceeds of this, he claims, is the 
money that was wrested from him in his 
encounter with the negro highwayman on 
the morning of Tuesday, April 17. 

This verification proves at least one ma- 
terial point in Atkin’s story of the ‘‘hold- 
up’ as he related it to the detectives, a 
point that was doubted by them and held 
as evidence of weakness in the young man's 
story of the crime. 

The verification is the sequel cf a theory 
by the detectives that Atkin, being heavily 
in debt, shot himself, to gain time in which 
to make good what he owed, an accusation 
which Atkin denied while undergoing the 
“cweating’’ process at police headquarters 
Friday night. 

This point of veracity established. Atkin 
refused to have anything more to do with 
fhe detectives working on the case and 
told them that he would now leave them to 
their own ingenuity in attempting to un- 
ravel the case. 

After the departure of the detectives from 
the Trust company office, where he had 
met them at 11 o'clock by appointment, 
Atkin became involved in a dispute with a 
friend whom he accused of circulating a 
story, insinuating that he shot himself in- 
stead of being shot by a highwayman. At- 
kin slapped the face of his friend three 
times while they were standing in the of- 
fice of the Trust company. The friend 
responded by slapping Atkin. Then they 
were both requested to go out in the street 
by Secretary William Maffitt. 

Atkin was shot early Tuesday morning, 
Apri! 17, on Unton avenue, near Delmar 
boulevard. He claimed that the shooting 
was done by a negro highwayman who 
robbed him of $70 in greenbacks before 
shooting him. 

A few hours after the shooting detectives 
were detailed on the case. Constantiy since 
then Detectives Shevlin, Field, Lally and 
Schmidt have been at work on the case. At 
times other detectives have worked on the 
case, but the detectives mentioned have 
done nothing else since the affair was se- 
ported. Half a dozen negroes were taken 
before Atkin for identification, but he said 
each time that the right man had not been 
apprehended.

MAYOR 1S UNHAPPY 


COUNCIL CUT HIS CONTINGENT 
FUND IN HALF. 


CARROLL SPOKE PLAINLY. 


Said. Not a Dollar of It Went to Charity 
—Other Temporary Appropriations 
Cut and $120,0S0 Saved. 


The reduction of the Mayor's contingent 
fund appropriation by the Couneil Friday 


night was the subject of marked discussion 
about the City Hal Saturday. + 

Comptroller Sturgeong suggested an ap- 
propriation of $3000 for this fund in the tem- 
porary appropriation bill. He figured that 
as the bill was to provide for three months 
he was about right in recommending about 
the same amount that the Mayor received 
for an average three months last year. 

But the Council cut it in half. They passed 
the bill with an allowance of only $1500 to 
the Mayer for contingent expenses. In d!s- 
cussing the subject Councilman Carrol! re- 
marked that he saw no reason why $12,000 


annually should be appropriated for the 
Mayor's use, as not a dollar of it was ever 
expenced in public charity. 

Should the Council look at the matter in 
the same light when the annua) appropria- 
tion bill comes up, the Mayor wouid get a 
contingent fund of oniy $00. This would 
be less than any executive of this city has 
received for over 30 years. 

Last year the Mayor received the limit, 
$12,440. The city ordinance covering the sub- 
ject says that no sum greater: than that 
shall be allowed by the auditor, and it in- 
dicates that the money is to be used by the 
Mayor to assist paupers and as a secret 
service fund. The secretness of the fund 
is its peculiar characteristic, as the Mayor 
is neither expected nor can he be compe:led 
to account for its distribution. 

‘The mayor was not in a particularly 
peasant mood Saturday morning. He de- 
clared that he had absolutely nothing to 
say about the Councti’s shaving of his con- 
tingent fund appropriation or about the 
atepation of Mr. Carroil concerning its 

The mayor's friends 
danger of his apprepriation being cut in 
half when the general appropriation bill 
comes up. They declare the House will not 
concur in any such slaughter of his Honor’s 
Private fund even if the Council does pass 
the bill in the shape threatened. 

The Council's action on the bill general- 
ly scaled down the appropriations sug- 
gested for nearly every department, and 
the bill as paesed carried a tota! that was 
$120,318.81 less than last yeer 

The fund for the saiaries of sprinkling 
inspectors was cut out entirely. Street 
Commissioner Varrelman is not worrying 
about that. He savs other men in the de- 
partment can do the work. Besides, fhe 
police have offered their services in this 
direction. .

THE HORSE !S HERE TO STAY. 


The demand for horses is not likely to be permanently 
diminished. The introduction of the electric railway and 
the bicycle suggested observations about ‘the passing of the 
horse,” but they were hasty and ill-considered.

Rural free mail delivery, begun in 1897, has grown steadily 
in extent and public favor until now it is a fixed feature of 
the Ainerican postal system.

$150,000 were appropriated. In 1899 the service required $450,000 
and ceased to be an experiment. 

On the 2d of April, 1900, there were 1000 ruraj routes, some 
of them serving as many as 1200 or 1500 persons daily, the 
average being (10. 

The system should be steadily improved until the benefits 
are distributed among the entire rural population. The ex- 
pense is not alarming, and there is no reason why dwellers 
in country districts should not have the same advantages of 
public administration as the inhabitants of cities and towns.

to political Mterature. The apparent fail- 

ures of the Democracy are only apparent in 
the author’s opinion. Americans have not 
declined either in spirit or practical sense, 
but the machinery of government requires

ciple ia sound, but the manner of working 
it imperfect, Owing to the complicated 
electoral college system the government ts 
not responsive to the will of the peopie. 
Mr. Smith points out that during the past 
2% years the President and Senate have been 
in accord with the House for seven yeare 
only. Again the Democratic party has had 
a majority in the House for 16 years out 
of the 2, and in only two of the 16 years 
has that party controlled the Senate and 
the presidency. Even more singular, dur- 
ing these two years one of the chief meas- 
ures of the Democratic party—the_ income 
tax law—Wwas overthrown by the Supreme 
Court, Which is not responsible to the 
people. 
In the sphere of economics “the etate 
should restore to freedom all industries that 
are in their nature competitive,”’ while “it 
should acquire for the public benefit only 
those industries and things which are clear- 
ly monopolizable in their nature, and nota- 
bly the urban and suburban land, and the 
property of the great trusts.” 

The book is clear, sane and hopeful. The 
whimsicality which so often disfigures at- 
tempts of this kind is absent. It is ad- 
dressed to thinking people and is dignified 
and temperate in expression. (‘“‘The Com- 
ing Democracy.’’

The 
pon whom he decides to be- 
stow his ancient title and rank turns out 
to be so sweet and lovable that Lord Apo- 
haqui ends by loving her desperately for 
her own sake. 

The story is full of humorous situations. 
The characters are strictly modern. The 
heroine shares Mr. Meriwether’s litical 
opinions, and a young Southerner who plays 
one of the leading parts in the comedy 
might almost be set down as an autobio- 
graphical etudy. 

Another Southern character, Mr. Green 
Gassaway, who is as fllppant and amusing 
as his name indicates, tells the secret of 
novel writing, which may be useful to oth- 
er aspiring authors. It is as follows: 

“Get in one character, then another, and 
so on; the juggler has only to turn his wrist 
and keep his eyes peeled to keep the balls 
going. Same principle in writing. You have 
only to hustle on your characters from 
chapter to chapter.”’ 

It may be added that this is just what 
Mr. Meriwether has done. The result is
